Most interesting cortespondence 
in the annual report of the Hong- 
kong Chamber of Commerce calls 
attention to the fact that the 
Hongkong Government is making 
money out of* the Government 
Analyst's .Department. and not 
giving a fair value for it. It'should 
be explained first that the bulk of 
the work done by this Departinent 
consists of -analysing merchandise 
for export. “Buyers are impressed 
by the Government chop that, then 
Goes on the stuff, and prefer goods 
so marked. to 
private analysts. This is natural. 
But the suggestion js that tr 
Governnient's’ chop is really worth 
very little, as things ‘are managed 
at present. For instance; 3 mem- 
ber of the British Chamber of Com- 
merce of Canton shipped to London 
a quantity of aniseed oil.” The ship- 
ment was chopped as O.K. by the 
Hongkong Government Analyst, 
but on arrival in Londen, 12 out of
